Republican Victory. 


Every Nominee on the Republicu Ticket i 


Received i Majority In the City of New- I 
port, and tbe LefisliUve Ticket was Given 
Remarkable Support -Senator Wetmore 
Received Untlfyini Endorsement. 
In spite of the so-called "reform" 


movement that iu I he .election through- 
out the Slate was suceecsful in defeat- 
ing Governor Utter, who was admitted 
to bt tlie stroogent advocate of good 
government 
h. 
public life, (lie city 


of Newport stood ctrougly by Senator 
Weluiore and the Hepublicau party, 
with the result that all the Repub- 
licau candidates were given substan- 
tial majorities 
and tiie Republican 


General Assembly ticket was elected 
by a vote that strongly resembled a 
landslide. The 
candidates 
for the 


Legislature were elected by majorities 
running from 488 to OJO, and tills in 
the face of a strong opposition by tbe 
Democratic leaders. It was a great 
personal victory for Seuator Wetmore, 
and was a fitting rebuke to those local 
Democrats who declared ou the slump 
that Mr. Wetmore should uot have tlie 
support of his home city. 


The success of the Legislative ticket 


carried with it support for all the Re- 
publican nomine?*. Governor Utter was 
given an increase of one hundred votes 
over his majority of the previous year, 
and Congressman Granger lost the city 
by 244, although two years ago be car- 
ried it by 56. There was no election 
tor mayor and city officers, as under 
the new city charter the municipal of. 
licers will be voted for at au election 
ou December 4. 


The total vote was uot quite as large 


as last year tiut a larger proportion of 
the names ou the voting lists was voted 
this year than last. The total vote for 
governor iu 1905 was 4164 aud iu 1906 
was 4020, but there were more names 
ou the voting list last year. Every 
effort was made to get out the vote 
and both parties bad a large number of 
workers at the polls. The Republicans 
established headquarters near each pol- 
ling place aud the party workers made 
systematic eiTorts to secure a large vote. 
In the fourth ward there was a very 
marked falling off from the vote of last 
year, this being attributed to the fact 
that many Democrats probably stayed 
away from the polls, presumably be- 
cause they were unwilling to vote 
against Seuator Wetmore. 


It was very quiet about the polls on 


election day, no particular excitement 
being 
manifested. Although 
there 


was quite a gathering in each ward 
and tbe workers were very busy it did 
uot appear to the uninitiated that 
much was beiug doue. One feature 
of the election ras tbe uuusual num- 
ber of posters used to urge the voters to 
support tbe rival tickets, tlie vicinity 
of the voting booths beiug liberally 
adorued with them. 


There was quite a large crowd ou the

Said our 
highest naval authority in IS'i'i, "if tho

In other maritime countries it was 


recognized at an early date that dry 
docks for tlie repairing and thorough 
overhauling of ships was essential to 
the maintaining of a licet In an elli- 
cieut condition. 
Hence, in England 


the term 
dock yard. Narragansett 


Bay has some good sites for a dock 
yard. A navy yam, a yard for build- 
ing ships Is uot needed here, for the 
simple reason that tlie government has 
adopted the wise policy of having its 
vessels of war built in private ship, 
yards. But we now have, for the first 
time in our history, a fleet that Is a 
licet. To maintain that fket in a state 
of efficiency we must have a dock yard 
with ample facilities for docking tho 
heaviest bailie ships—ships of 20,000- 
tons, or if need be aO.OOO tons. Audi 
those docks must not be constructed ou> 
quicksaud or iu loo^j soil. 


Among the requisites of a gootl site 


for a dock yard may be named the 
following: It should be near a safe 
aud commodious harbor; it should bo- 
easy of access; the character of tne ' 
ground must be such that dry docks 
and wet basins, lu number to meet all 
probable demands, may be conslructed 
of a permanent character, aud its area 
sufficient for all present needs and. 
possible expansion; It should enjoy a, 
salubrious cllmata. All theje require- 
ments are lo be found In an eminent, 
degree lu Narragutisetl Bay.

Bects and one which it may be sup- 
posed must largely influence their view 
of the external world is the number of 
facets or lenses In compound eyes. A 
German naturalist, K. Leiuemann, has 
been painstaking enough to count the 
number of facets in the eyes of no 
fewer than 150 specie* of beetle. He 
finds that in the same species and aex 
the number increases with the size of 
the body. There is usually no perma- 
nent difference between the seies as to 
the number of facets. 
Occasionally, 


however, the difference Is marked, as 
In the case of Lampyrls spleudidula, 
In which the male has 2,000 and the 
female 300. One species is noted which 
has the extraordinary number of 24.000 
facets in its eye. The uumbcr of facets 
la greater in the rapidly moving active 
forms than in the more sluggish spe- 
cies.— Philadelphia Record.

blocks i-.mtuluiug fifteen trees each 
were left uusprayed, these being select- 
ed In that portion of the. orclnml which 
this year was expected to be in bear- 
Ing. 
The early spraying which was 


roromMiended hy iho department was 
nut given. Utttiisf tin- ii|ip«ratf.i> >!:<: 
not arrive In time. The tirst spraying 
was given just liofure the blossoms 
opened, a second Just after tin- petals 
fell, a third about twenty day.* later 
mill thu fourth and hist ahum Aug. 1. 


i In tho flrst throe sprayings the .V5-50 


I formula of bordeaux mixture was used, 


to which n pound of purls green was 
added for every 130 gallons of water. 
For tin- last spraying half strength bor- 
deaux mixture was usi'ti, while a home- 
made solution of arsiMiate of lead was 
used hi place of the paris green. The 
fruit fruni both unspraywl blocks wn- 
carefully picked and measured. This 
Included the total product of tho lives, 
windfalls and all. It was found that 
the fifteen lives in block No. 1 produc- 
ed five and three-quarter bushels, while 
thu sprayed hlock of trees adjoining, 
which were of the same size and varie- 
ty, bore twenty-six ami a quarter bush- 
els. Block No. 1', unsprayed, yielded 
throe and three-quarter bnsii.'ls. while 
a similar number of sprayed trees to 
the north bore twenty-six and a quar- 
ter bushels, and a like block of sprayed 
trees to the south bore twenty-nine 
bushels. A view of the trees before the 
fruit was picked was even more con- 
vincing as to the value of spraying 
than are the figures quoted above. An 
Inspection of the trees showed, that 
some of the fruit that did mature on 
the unsprayed sections was undoubt- 
edly due to the fact that lu one or more 
of the treatments sonio of tho spray 
must have been carried to them by the 
wind while the men were at work uu 
the trees adjoining. 
This, however, 


would tend to strengthen rather than 
weaken the force of tlio abjve ligures. 
In addition to increasintr the total 
product of tlio tree the percentage of 
perfect fruit ou the sprayed was very 
much larger tlmii that ou the unspray- 
ed trees. 
A conservative estimate 


would put the auiouut o£ marketable 
fruit on tho whole orchard at five or 
six times what It would have been bad 
no spraying been done. Next season 
the earlier spraying will bo given he- 
fore the buds break, more care will be 
exercised in the spraying, so as to 
more 
(liorou.irbly 
cover 
the 
lower 


branches, while better results are look- 
ed for from a power sprayer which we 
expect to use than from the hand 
power sprayer which was used this 
year. 
While the spraying did not ac- 


complish all that might be accomplish- 
ed, It demonstrated not only the neces- 
sity, but the value, of systematic spray- 
lug for all commercial orchards.

POISON 
IVY. 


The noting of several .serious cases of 


Ivy poisoning this year suggests that 
pome little account of the plant might 
be in place for the benefit of thuse, who 
may not be well acquainted with It. 
While poison Ivy is quite often found 
In the woods, it seems to prefer road- 
sides, fenr-e corners nnd scrub brush 
pasture lots. It differs from the Vir- 
ginia creeper, with which It Is often 
confused, lu having three leaves, while 
that has five. 
Tho poison Ivy loaf Is 


also broader, of a smoother surface and 
possesses a more regular edge. A fact 
that Increases the danger from It Is 
that Its leaves turn to a beautiful va- 
riety of ortingo and red colors In the 
fall, equaling those of any other shrub 
or tree, nntl it la often picked by the in- 
experienced, who delight In gathering 
the highly colored autumn leaven. As 
Is true with the sting of bees and Tjitea 
of other insects, many people do not 
s^oni susceptible to poisoning from con- 
tact with the ivy iwnui. V,*ita others It 
Is n most virulent poison, they being 
so sensitive thnt tho presence of tht? 
vine In bts adjoining the one In which 
they live will ran so nn outbreak on their 
face and hands, although there is ab- 
solute evidence that they have not 
come in physical contact with the plant 
Itself. 
One who has suffered much 


from this method of contracting the 
poisoning tells us that he has found 
nothing that gave so much relief as 
bathing the affected parts In warm 
sweet milk. 
The remedy Is Inexpen- 


sive, cannot possibly be harmful and 
would seem to be worth trying. TJe 
children In the home should have the 
Ivy pointed out to them and be given 
Instructions to lot the three leaved 
sprawling vine alone, no matter how 
brilliantly colored or attractive Its 
leaves may be.

There was more ibau usual lntere.it 


Iu thi* speech In Washington becau-w 
It was known (hat Secretary R HJI went 
to New York especially as the mouth- 
piece of Ibe Pnwident, aud it was known 
that anything thai he had to say In con- 
nection with the Neiv York campaign 
could be taken as coming direct from 
tbe White House. Lest there should 
be any dou:>t about this, Mr. Boot took 
the trouble to reiterate half , a diizeu 
tmiea through his speech, that he wna 
speaking on authority direct from the 
President. The speech in all proba- 
bility will go down in history as the 
most finlmied piece of 
hair-raining, 


hide-removing, vitriolic English that 
has ever been dispersed by a Cabinet 
officer In a campaign of national im- 
portance 
Mr. 
Boot commenced hl» speech 


with the definition of a demagogue. 
He warned his bearers that tbe man 
who cried loudest ''Slop thief" was ivs 
likely as.uot himself A thief, and he 
went on to prove that'Mr. Hearst an- 
swered precisely this description. He 
went at come length into tbe achieve- 
ments of the Bepublicau party uuder 
President Roosevelt's leadership in tbe 
passage^ the Bate Bill, the Pure Food 
Law, the Meat Inspection Law, tbe 
prosecutiouof the Fertilizer Trust, the 
Salt Trust, the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railway, the Beiall Gro- 
cers Association, the Druggist Combine 
and half a dozen other trade-restrain- 
ing combinations. Tnen he assured 
bis hearers that the Beef Trust case 
was by no means Bnished aud that ihe 
immunity found hy the packers under 
Judge Humphrey's decision was only 
temporary aud would :i;>t permanent- 
ly avail them. 


With comtesy that Mr. Hearst iiiuj- 


self has not shown iu mauy of his puo- 
lic utterances, Mr. Root foreboK lo 
refer to Mr.' Hearst's private life say- 
ing merely that there were no life-long 
friends aud intimates who had coma 
forward to testify to the correctness of 
his personal conduct. But tbe Secre- 
tary did exhaust the subject when he 
turned to Mr. Hearst's public utter- 
ances and the effect that was to be ex- 
pected from such. inHummalory publi- 
cations as were lo be habitually found 
iu all of tbe Hearst newspapers. 


He did much worse than this, for be 


read ex tracts from Mr. Hearst's various 
journals In which leading men, both 
of the Bepublicau and Deuiociatic par- 
ties, had been unmercifully lampooned, 
and then as a clinching argument, he 
read the now notorious editorial which 
had palled for the assassination of Pres- 
ident McKmley not IOIIK prior to the 
actual eveut. With bitterness th«t was 
fully justified by the occasion, he de- 
clared that this publication undoubt 
edly swayed the weak mind of Czolgos 
when he fired the fatal shot and uubes- 
itatingly he characterized Mr. Hearst 
as not guiltless for this cowardly mur- 
der. 


He pictured the newly arrived immi- 


grant as being inflamed against the 
government of the United States when 
he daily found that government held 
up to ridicule and condemnation.in the 
columus of the Hearst papers, aud be 
appealed to every deceut man iu the 
State of New York to cast his vote 
against this fomenter of public strife 
aud degrader of deceut aud rational 
government. 


In conclusion, that there might bt 


uo doubt »t to the source of his inspira- 
tion, he read an extract from President 
Roosevelt's message decrying the assas- 
sination of McKiuley and said, "In 
thin utterance President Roosevelt had 
iu mind uoue other than William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, aud I say to you that 
what be thought of him tbeu, be thinks 
of bim still." 


Tbe speech had been looked forward 


to for almost a week, aud It was ex- 
pected tbat It would be a bombshell in 
tbe Hearst camp. But uooue Imagined 
tbat it could be *o sensational *ud so 
scathing as It actually proved to be. 
It i> believed that tbe President ha. 
eflectually quieted »uy further claims 
of Mr. Hearst to admiuistratiou con- 
demnation, aud tbe utterance Is likely 
to KO down in biitory ai one of the 
most remarkable speeches that Ameri- 
can politics hare ever brought forth. 


Considerable regret is felt in 
the 


Treasury Department aud 
In other 


government circles in Washington over 
tbe coming resignation of Assistant 
Secretary Keep, who will retire from 
tue service of the Treasury Department 
aud go Into private busluesa. Mr. 
Keep is known all over tbe country, 
uot only because be is a close personal 
frieud of the President, but more on 
account of his having been the head of 
the famous Keep Commission which 
is now trying to straighten out the De- 
partmental atlalrs of the government 
aud get them ruuulug more along or- 
dinary business-like lines. This Com- 
mission has an immense amouut of 
work in front of it, and it has called 
into 
its service sub-committees of 


young men from all the Federal De- 
partments aud is preparing a series of 
reports that will result Iu very largely 
reorganizing the government service so 
far as the methods of keeping records, 
books aud accounts are coucerued. It 
is an immense work aud one that has 
been very much iu ueed of doing for 
years past. 


Jlr. Keep is personally one of the 


very wealthy youug men of the ad- 
ministration, and he has stayed in the 
government service at considerable 
personal sacrifice. He was recently 
made the executor of a very large es- 
tate, and this in addition to his other 
personal obligations will compel him 
to quit the service of the government. 


Plans have been opened at the Navy 


Department for the construction of the 
new monster ImttlesMip for which it is 
hoped the next Congress will appropri- 
ate-. The ship Is to outclass the famous 
English Dreadnaught, and will cost 
inclusive of armament and armnrabont 
leu million dollars. The ship alone, 
without her guns of armor, will cost six 
million dollars. Two plaus were sub- 
mitted by the Construction Bureau of 
the Navy Department and four cnme 
from outside shipbuilding firms. Noth- 
ing definite has been given out by the 
department as to the details of the 
plans, hut It is known that the tonnage 
will be something over 20,000, while 
the speed will be that of a first-class 
cruiser,

weapons.

friendly and by means of signs Kllnkln- 
berg learned that, other than one old 
woman who came from I'riuce William 
Land, they had never seen white men 
previously.

Never before In the history of the 


country have the railroads been con- 
fronted with so stupendous a tasfc In 
the matter of handling the enormous 
crops which have been raised as fhey 
will have to tackle this fall.

and large capacity, engines and freight 
cars, yet It Is questionable If It will be 
sufficient to keep pace with the In- 
creased yield of the myriad farms of 
the couutry. 


Secretary of the Interior Hitchcock 


Is authority for the statement that, in- 
cluding the irrigation projects now un- 
der construction, those which are con- 
templated and those approved, but not 
begun, there,will have been spent by 
June 30, 1908', $37,000,000, and that the 
estimated receipts from the operation 
of the law up to that time will be about

Their Immense and well merit- 
ed success induced Longman to give 
Moore 3,000 guineas—the highest price 
that had up to that time been paid for 
a poem—for "Lalla Itookh," the gor- 
geous eastern romance which dazzled 
and delighted readers of that day. hut 
Is now rarely read. 
As a lyric poet 


Moore was, like Burns, one of the best 
•writers we have ever had of "words 
for music," and. In his case at lonst, 
the words are Inseparable from the 
music. Goldsmith, a poet of a different 
order and with n wholly different ex- 
perience, got little popularity and less 
money for his poetry, but in "The Trav- 
eller" and "The Deserted Village" he 
has a better chance of immortality than 
his compatriot.—London Tit-Bits. 


A FumouN Old UnlldlnK. 


Evensong was held the other day on 


the site of the ancient oratory of St. 
Gwithian, one of the many Irish saints 
who descended upon Cornwall In the 
fifth and sixth centuries. In a waste 
of sand near the Godrevy lighthouse, 
which marks the eastern horn of St. 
Ives bay, lie what are regarded as the 
remains of the oldest Christian build- 
Ing in England. The nave bulges with 
sand to the level of the plain and 
through a grass covered hillock over 
the demolished altar protrude a few 
rough stones.
